BY NEW QUAKES; 
400 MORE KILLED 


PADANG, Sumatra, July 5.—(@)— 
More than 400 persons were killed in 
a fresh earthquake, which wrecked 
several buildings at Fort Dekock. The 
inhabitants were panic stricken. 
283 Died in Previous Quake. 

THE HAGUE, July 5.—Total returns 
from Padang, in the center of the 
Sumatra quake district, give the num- 
ber of dead as 283. The amount of 
damage done $4,417,000. Holland pa- 
pers are taking up collections for 
relief.

PROPERTY RIGHTS 
IN THE ETHER. 


The senate and the house find themselves op- 
posed on the question of radio control. The house 
passed the White bill, which would place control 
over radio in the hands of the secretary of com- 


merce. The senate more recently approved of the 


Dili bill,.which proposes the creation of a separate 
radio commission. 
The truth of the matter is that neither bill is 


very satisfactory to radio broadcasters, but the 
White bill is the more satisfactory of the two. 
It is disconcerting to people who have spent large 
sums of money constructing broadcasting stations, 
and other large sums and much energy and initia- 
tive in building up a good will, to be told—as they 
are told in both bills—that their enterprise creates 
that their license and wave 
length may be taken from them if the controlling 
power sees fit. 7 

Railroads are perhaps the most regulated of any® 
means of interstate commerce, yet they are not so 
limited. The road which had foresight enough to 
build through the only mountain pass available 


is permitted to profit by its initiative. It acquires 
a property right. 
The air is a new medium of ce unication. 


These are very new laws that are being con- 
structed to regulate communication through the 
ether. Legislators are groping to fit old legisla- 
tion to a gery modern demand. It is right that 
they should proceed cautiously, guarding the 
rights of all the people. But they have gone very 
far in that direction. They deny the pioneer in 
radio the compensation enjoyed by pioneers in 
nearly every other line of endeavor. We do not 
look to see the owners of present broadcasting 
stations deprived of their licenses; we do not fore- 


see any such injustice; but we question the prin- |

bill. The Dill bill further requires—very much in

It is required of a soldier that 
he should carry out the command of his superior 
with energy, but it is required of a civilian official 
in this republic that he shall have or at least show 
a decent respect for the principles which are sup- 
posed to govern our laws. Gen. Andrews’ pro- 
posals did not. We grant that Gen. Andrews is no 
worse than the fanatic leadership of Volsteadism, 
nor than many citizens who are not fanatics but 
have not thought out the implications and tenden- 
cies of fanatic enforcement. But unless the pres 
ent government at Washington suffers from the 
same regrettable indifference to the ideals and 
principles of liberty which the bill of rights em- 
bodies, it will permit Gen. Andrews to retire and 
replace him with some civilian whose enthusiasm 
for law enforcement is properly restrained by 
fundamental American principles. 

As one that believes the 18th amendment a 
costly blunder and a mischievous evil and the 
Volstead act an intolerable offense to a free peo- 
ple, THE TRIBUNE realizes that the retirement of 
Gen. Andrews and his replacement by a more 
moderate and intelligent agent of the law might 
serve to prolong the country’s misfortune, It 
might be better to suffer a thoroughgoing dry 
fanaticism which would ride roughshod over 
every consideration of constitutional right. That 
would wake up many citizens now befuddled by 
the fallacies of prohibition’s false expediency and 
false moralities and bring sooner the revolt Amer- 
ican self-respect will surely raise. ;
